'I'hlrtr-tm Miles of State Highwep
Have Besn Completed in Lenoir
County.
Kim;tonm'rhg road-building pro-
gram of Lenoir county is “one of the

most extensive ever entered into by
any individeal county in this State,

‘and probably has rarely beeh exceeded

In the whole country,” according to
a statement issued here by the county
highway commisafon from its engi-
neer, glving details of the comstryc-
tlon work, which was made publit.
“All of the roads will be turned over
to State immediately upon théir com-
pletion,” it was stated,

The engineer's report sald 10 and
six-tenths miles of the system. bad
been completed at the last report,
made March 19, 1921. “Today 42 4-10
miles of pavement have been com-
pléted and 16 1-2 miles of concrete
base lald shead, all of which Is open
to the public so that ndw, during the
winter months, when numgérous roads
in other sections are in anm almost
impassable condition ‘due to the
storms and heayy rains, Lenoir coun:
ty has over.68 miles of hard-surface

on which the publiec can travel with
comfort and oconvenienca to almost
any part of the county.

“On the Central Highway, which {s
being supervised by the state high-
way commission, the portlon through
LaGrange from Kinston to the
Wayne county line, 15 3-100 miles
long, has been completed; while on
the portion from Kinston to the Cra-
ven county line, 7 88.100 miles Tong,
all of the concrets foundation has
been lald and it is anticipated that
the asphalt surface will be completed
within the next 30 days."”

Work was stated to have progressed
satisfactorily on every main road out
of Kinston, and several to be nearly
completed.

“Two complete asphalt -plants are
fn operation.” The work of the con-
tractors was declared to be "very sat-
{stactory.” The indfcations “are that

ways will be comypleted, thereby mak-
ing Lenoir county one of the best
paved counties in the United Stapes.

MWashington. —~ George W. Goethals,
formor major goneral in the army and
ullder of the Fanama Canal, will take
charge of the development of the gov-
ernment's war-made projects at Mus.
cle Bhoals, Ala., in the event the offer
of Frederick B. Engstrum, North
Carolina shipbuilder and engineer, for

properties, Is acdbpted by congrees,
it was announced.

Mr. Qoethals already has agreed,
it was added,-to accept the task of
completing the great dam at Muscle
Shoals and other projects for Mr Eng.
atrum,

The announcement of the agree-
ment between Mr. Engstrum and Mr.
@Goethals wag made by Marion Butler,
former agnator from North Carolina,
in testimony given the house military
committee on the proposal which was
under consideration as a competitor
to those submitted by Henry Ford
and the Alabama Power company,

The committee devoted both ses
slons to an investigation of the Eng-
strum offes, receiving Mr. Engstrum
first forea brief introduction of bis
bid .and later examiining Mr. Dutler,
who appeared as legal adviser forthe
North Carolinian. Mr. Butler said
nitrate and fertilizer production, view
od in the sense of their relatlon to the
national defense, was the prime object
of the offer he spoke for, although
hydrb-electric deyelopment would not
be neglected.

While the former senator did not
refer to the Ford offer by name, he
argued strongly against congressional
action which would permit the prin
cipal waterpower project of the South
to be controlled by a private concern,

Thirteen Killed In Wreck.

Cleveland, Ohjo. — Thirteen persons
were killed and approximately a dozen
injured, four perhaps fatally, when
New York Central express train No.
600, eastbound, erashed into a bus at
the 8t. Clair street crossing in Paines.
ville. Only five of the dead were
identified at a late hour. All are be-
ligved to bave been residents of
Painpsville ‘and Fairport, between
which cities the bus adperated.

Dead and dying wwuré hurled along
the railfoad right-of-way for several
hundred feet. Bodles of three of the
victimes were found lodged on the lo-
comotive pllot when the traln was
brought to a stop from a 60-mile an
hour pace, 60 yards from the scene
of the accident.

Prisoners Yelled While Fire Raged.
Fort Madison, Iowa.—Prisoners of

Washington. — At least $60,000,000
and possibly $60,000,000 will be slash-
ed from the budget estimate for the
war department by the house appro-
priations sub-committee which #s
framing the army appropriation bill
for the fiscal year beginning July 1,
next, members of the aub-commlttee
predicted,

The measure, they alided, not only
will provide that the enlisted stremgth
of the army be reduced from its pres-
ent strength of 137,000 to 115,000 men
on July 1, but that the number of of-
ficers be limited to 11,000 as compared
with the present strength of 12,800 on
the active list.

War department estimates were re-
vised and pared down by the budget
bureau to approximately $363,000,000
for the coming fiscal year, of this
amount §293,000,000 being requested
for the army and the rest for non-mili-
tary work, such as improvements to
rivers and harbors.

Concern was expressed in army cir-
cles over the prospective forced re-
duction of the regular establishment.
Both Secretary Weeks and Gemeral
Pershing appearing recently before the
sub-committee urged that provision be
made for an army of 160,000 men amd
the sub-committee in deciding upon
11,000 as the maximum number of of-
ficers has disregarded the recommen-
datlon of General Pershing who out-
lined plans for “weeding out" 'Ineffi-
cient officers to bring the force down
to 12,000 in the expectation of them
increasing the officer personnel to 14,
000 by commissioning officers in the
junior grades.

A reduction of the army to 115,000
enlisted strength, it was pointed out
by department officials, would mean
an actual effective force of little more
than 105,000 men, as the regular turn.
over, due to expiring enlistments, Te-
crult training and other conditions,
keeps about 10,000 men on the average

Woerk Appolinted to Succeed Hays.

Washington—Dr, Hubert Work, ‘first
asslstant postmaster general, was
nominated by President Harding and
confirmed by the senate to be post-
master ggneral. He succeeds Will H.
Hays, resigned,

Final announcement of the designa.
tion of Dr. Work came a8 no surprisa,
his name having been connected with
the office since the prospective retire-
ment of Mr. Hays was announced gavs
eral weeks ago.

The elevation of the Coloradoan to
the postmaster generalship will leave
the positlon of first and second as-
sistant postmaster generals to be fill-
ed, E. H. Shaughnessy, who was sel-
ond assistant postmaster general, hav-
ing lost his life in the Knirkerbocker
theater disaster.

Seaboard Alr Line Secking Loan.

Washington—Railroad financing pro-
posals crowded the files of the inter-
state commerce commission, due to
the ending of the period during which
carrlers are allowed to apply for
government loans.

The Seaboard Alr Line put in &
blanket application under which it not-
ffled the commission that it needed
large sums of money, the total not be
Ing given, but an amount of $14,000,000
being mentioned as a likely requisite
to continue operations and extend ita
lines.
